And thou shalt 
rejoice in thy feast, thou, and thy son, and thy daughter, 
and thy man-servant, and thy maid-servant, and the Leyite, 
and the stranger, and the fatherless, and the widow, that 
are within thy gates. Seven days shalt thou keep a solemn feast 
unte the Lord thy God, in the place which the Lord shall choose ; 
becanse the Lord thy God shall bless thee in thine increase, and 
in all the works of thine hands, therefore theu shalt surely rejoice. 


Three (imes in a year shall all thy males appear before the Lord 
thy God, in the place which he shall choose: in the feast of - 
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for thou camest forth outof the land of Egypt in haste; that thou 
mayest remember the day when thou camest forth out of the land 
of Egypt all the days of thy life. 

And there shall be no leavened bread seen with thee in all 
thy coasts seven days; neither shall there any thing of the flesh 
which thou sacrificedst the first day at even, remain all night until 
the morning. Thou mayest not sacrifice the passover within any 
of thy gates, which the Lord thy God giveth thee. But at the 
place which the Lord thy God shall choose to place his name in, 
there thou shalt sacrifice the passover at even, at the going down 
of the sun, at the season that thou camest forth out of Egypt. 
And thou shalt roast and eat it in the place which the Lord thy 
God shal] choose; and thou shalt turnin the morning, and go 
unto thy tents. Six days thou shalt eat unleavened bread, and on 
the seventh day shall be a solemn assembly to the Lord thy God 
thou shalt do no work therein. 

Seven weeks shalt thov number unto thee; begin to number 
the seven weel:s, from such ‘ime as thou beginnest to put the 
sickle tc the corn. An” thon shalt keep the feast uf weeks uuto the 
Gora thy Goc, witi,  wibute of a frec will vfering of thin. band, 
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unto thee when thou send him aw ay free from thee; for he has 
been worth a double hired servant to thee, in serving thee six 
years; and the Lord thy God shall bless thee in all that 
thou doest. 

°2 All the firstling males that come of thy herd, and of thy 
flock, thou shalt sanctify unto the Lord thy God; thou shalt do 
no work with the firstling of thy bulls, nor shear the firstling of thy 
sheep. Thou shalt eat it before the ’ Lord thy God year by year, 
in the pla e which the Lord shall choose, thou and thy household. 
And if thece be any blemish therein, as if it be lame, or blind, or 
have any illr blemish, thou shalt not sacrifice it unto the Lord 
thy God; thou shalt eat it within thy gates; the unclean and the 
clean person shall eat it alike, as the roe-buck, and as the hart. Only 
thou shalt not eat the blood thereof; thou shalt pour it upon the 
ground as water. 

Observe the month of Abib, and keep the passover unto the 
Lord thy God; for in the month of Abib, the Lord thy God 
brought thee forth out of Egypt by night. Thou shalt therefore 
sacrifice the passover unto the Lord thy God, of the flock and the 
herd, in the place which the Lord shall choose to place his name 
there. Thou shalt eat no leavened bread with it; seven days shalt 
shon eat unleayened bread therewith. eyen the hreao o affliction; 
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in all that thou puttest ‘thine hand urto, For the poor shall never 
cease Out of the land; therefore [ command thee, saying, thou 
shalt open thine hand wide unto thy brother, to thy poor and to 
the needy in thy land. 


If thy brother, an Hebrew man, or an Hebrew woman, be 
sold unto thee, and serve thee six yeara; then in the seventh year 
thou shalt let him go free from thee. And when thou sendest him 


out free from thee, thou shalt not let him go away empty. Thou shalt 
furnish him liberatly out of thy flock, and out of thy floor, and out of thy 
wine press; of that wherewith the Lord thy God hath biessed thee, 
thou shalt give unto him. And thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bond-man in the land of Egypt, and the Lord thy God 
redeemed thee; therefore I command thee this thing to-day. And 
it shall be, if he say unto thee, I will not go away from thee. 
because he loveth thee and thine house, because he is well with 
thee ; then thou shalt take an awl, and thrust it through his ear 
inte the door, and he shall be thy servant for ever: and also unto 
D. maid-servant thou shalt ic ikewise It shall not seem hard 
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thee in the land which the Lord thy God giveth thee, for an 
inheritance to possess it; only, if thou carefully hearken unto the 
voice of the Lord thy God, to observe, to do all these command- 
ments which I command thee this day. For the Lord thy God 
blesseth thee, as he promised thee, and thou shalt iend unto many 
nations, but thou shalt not borrow; and thou shalt reign over 
many nations, but they shall not reign over thee. 

If there be among you a poor man of one of thy brethren, 
within any of thy gates, in the land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee, thou shalt not barden thine heart, nor shut thine 
hand from thy poor brother; but thou shalt open thine hand wide 
unto him, and shalt surely lend him sufficient for his need, in that 
which he wanteth. Beware that there be not a thought in thy 
wicked heart, saying, the seventh year, the year of release is at 
hand; and thine eye be evil against thy poor brother, and thou 
givest him nought, and he ery unto the Lord against thee, and it 
be sin unto thee. Thou shalt surely give him, and thine heart 
shall not be grieved when thou givest unto him; because that for 
this thing the Lord thy God shall bless thee in all thy works, and 
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choose. “And thou shalt bestow that money for whatsoe ver thy “sou 
lusteth after, for bulls, or for sheep, or for wine, or for strong 
drink, or for whatsoever thy soul desireth; and thou shalt eat 
there before the Lord thy God, and thou shalt rejoice, thou and 
thy household. And the levite that is within thy gates, thou shalt 
not forsake him; for he hath no part nor inheritance wth thee. 
At the end of three years thou shalt bring forth all the tithe of 
thine increase the same year, and shalt lay it up within thy gates. 
And the levite, because he hath no part or inheritance with thee, 
and the stranger, and the fatherless, and the widow. which are 
within thy gates, shall come, and shall eat, and shall be satisfied; 
that the Lord thy God may bless thee in all the work of thy hand, 
which thou doest. 

At the end of every seven years, thou shalt mace a release, 
And this is the manner of the release; every creditor that lendeth 
ought unto his neighbour, shal! release it; he shall not exact it of 


his neighbour, or of his brother, because it Is called the Lord’s 
release. Of a foreigner thou mayest exact it again; but that which 
is thine with thy brother, thy band shall release; although there 
shoald be no poor among you for the Lord shali greatly bless 
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“wy Thou shalt truly tithe all the increase of thy seed, that 
thy field bringeth for thee year by year. And thou shalt eat before the 
Lord thy God, in the place which he shall choose to place his 
name there, the tithe of thy corn, of thy wine, and of thine oil, 
and the firstling of thy herds, and of thy flock; that thou mayest 
learn to fear the Lerd thy God always. And if the way be toa 
‘ong for thee, so that thou art not able to carry it, because the 
place be too far from thee which the Lord thy God shall choose 
to set his name there, when the Lord thy God hath blessed thee;

D378 Therefore, ye beloved, observe them; ye who have 
been borne from the womb (Israel), investigate them; with all your 
heart preserve them, and with wisdom comment upon them. 
Then shall the God of strength remember the merit of these 
things to us, accept us favourably, and grant our requests. The 
angels rejoiced, and the inhabitants of the earth were glad, when 
{srael received the law written from Sinai, and appeared with the 
countenance of a bride, highly exalted on this day that they; 
received the ten sommandments, 
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between the signs, nor cut too high in the artery of the throat, 
nor tear it. Also to give the heave-offering of the dough to the 
priest : that sacrifice which is become an abomination, or that which 
remaineth of it over night, or is left or carried without the walls 
of Jerusalem, or become unclean, or killed contrary to the true 
time, or without the proper place. Concerning damage, or part of 
damage, and the twenty gerahs that the shekel is to contain; 
if those priests that are profane, receive the blood; or that

To remove the first tithe from the house, and the second tithe 
from the store-house. To have a paddle besides the armour, to dig 
and cover that which procedeth from thy food. That which groweth 
of itself in the seventh year, and the single berries of the vineyard 
and the olive tress, shall be for the hired servant, and the sojourner, 
and the remainder for the beasts of the field. Thy cattle shall ever 
rest on the day of thy rest; the stranger also, and the man and 
maid servant shall rest like thee. To build an altar of earth, or of 
whole stones, and to write on them the words of the law plainly.

‘90 far to carry the second tithe, then be shall redeem it with
